The enrolled bill would facilitate the issuance of an immigrant 
visa to an alien orphan to be adopted by u.s. citizens. 

The beneficiary is an 11-year-old Korean orphan who is to 
be adopted by a couple who have already adopted two other 
Korean children and are ineligible to petition for a third 
under the Immigration and Nationality Act.

The beneficiary is an eleven-year-old Korean orphan boy who 
resides in an orphanage in Korea. His natural parents' 
whereabouts are unknown. He will be adopted by Mr. and Mrs. George 
Cook, Jr., both U.S. citizens residing in South Dakota, who have 
two other adopted Korean children. 

The Immigration and Nationality Act (INA) limits the number of 
immediate relative immigrant visa petitions which can be 
approved for adopted children to two per petitioner. Because 
the Cooks have had two such petitions approved in behalf of 
their other children, they are ineligible to petition for an

immigrant visa for Song Chan Ki. s. 3667 would waive this 
limitation in their behalf and enable them to request a visa 
for Song Chan Ki. In addition, the enrolled bill would make

the beneficiary's natural parents and siblings ineligible for 
preferential treatment under the INA as his immediate relatives.

The Committee on the Judiciary, to which w~ts referredthe bill 
(S. 3667), for the relief of Song Chan Ki, having considered the 
same reports favorably thereon without amendment and recommends 
that the bill do pass. 

PURPOSE OF THE BILL 

The purpose of the bill is to facilitate the entry into the United 
States as an immediate relative the alitm child to be adopted by U.S. 
citizens, notwithstanding the fact that the prospective adoptive par­
ents have previously had the maximum number af petitions approved. 

STATEMENT 01' l'ACTS 

The beneficiary of the bill is an eleven-year-old native and citizen 
of Korea who presently resides at the Ha:rn K wane Christia Orphan­
age. The whereabouts of the beneficiary's parents are unknown. The 
prospective adoptive parents, Mr. and Mrs. George Cook, Jr., are the 
parents of two naturalized citizen ehildren in behalf of whom orphan 
petitions were approved. Mr. Cook is a native and citizen of the U.S.; 
his wife is a naturalized U.S. citiU'll.-

A letter, with attached memorandum, dated September 22, 1976, to 
the Chairman of the ~na..te Jn:dieiary Committee from the Commis­
sioner of Immigration and N aturaJization with reference to the bill 
reads as follows:

DEAR MR. CHAIRMAN: In response to your request for a report rela­
tive to the bill (S. 3·667) for the re1ief of Song Chan Ki, there is 
attached a memorandum of d.nformation concerning the beneficiary. 

:The bill would provide that the beneficiary, who is to be adopted by 
United States citizens, may be .classified as a child and be granted im­
mediate relative status. The bill further provides that the provision 
of the Immigration and Nationality .Act which limits the number of 
petitions which may be approved for adopted children shall be in­
applicable in this case. The bill also prov·ides that the natural parents 
or brothers or sisters of the beneficiary shall not, by virtue of such rela­
tionship, be accorded any rights, privilege or status under the Immi­
gration ·and Nationality .Act. 

.Absent enactment of the bill, the beneficiary, a na.tive of Korea, 
would be char~eable to the nonpreference portion of the numerical 
limitation for immigrants and conditional entrants from countr.ies in 
the Eastern Hemisphere.

MEMORANDUJ.If: OF INFORMATION FROM IMMIGRATION AND 
NATURALIZA'l'ION SERVICE FILES RE S. 3667 

Information concerning the case was obtained from Mr. 
and Mrs. George Cook, Jr., the interested parties. 

The beneficiary, Song Chan Ki, a native and citizen of 
Korea, was born on August 20, 1965. His natural parents and 

· ·.siblings are unknown. He presently resides at the Ham K wane 
Christia Orphanage, 10 K wane Chun Done, Sueu, K wane-J u 
City, Chun Nan, Korea. 

:Mr. George Cook, Jr. is a na.tive and citizen of the United 
States. He was born on November 18, 1938 at Oak Park, Illi­
nois. Since October of 1971 he has been employed b~ the 
Doyle-Lunstra Equipment Company of Rapid City, South 
Dakota as ·a branch manager. His annual income is approxi­
mately $22,000. He and his wife have assets totaling approx­
imately $90,000, less a $15,000 mortgage. He served in the 
United States .Army from 1958 to 1962. Mrs. Ok-Tan Cook 
was born at Mopko, Korea on January 10, 1932. She and Mr. 
Cook were married at Seoul, Korea on .April 12, 1961. She 
was admitted to the United States as a lawful permanent 
resident on January 15, 1962. She became a naturalized 
United States c.itizen at Rapid City, South Dakota on Febru­
ary 28,,.197 4. 

S.R 1334 
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:M:r. and Mrs. Cook are the adoptive parents of two natu­
ralized United States citizen children. The children, Mary 
Lou Cook, nee Myung Hee Kim, and Jinny .Anne Cook, nee 
,Jin He Kim, were born in Korea on September 18, 1969 and 
January 11, 1967, respectively. They were issued immigrant 
v:isas pursuant to orphan petitions filed by the Cooks ~nd 
approved by this Servioo and were admitted to the Umt~d 
States as lawful permanent residents in July of 197 4. The chll­
dren are residing with their parents. 

H.R. 15063, in behalf of the beneficiary, was also introduced 
in the 94th Congress. 

Senator James .Abourezk, the author of the bill, submitted the fol­
lowing letter of support:

DEAR MR. CHAIRMAN: I would like to request your :favorable con­

sideration of S. 3667, a private bill for the relie:f of Song Chan Ki. 
This bill will classify him as a child within the meaning of section 101 
(b) (1) (F) ofthe Immigration and Nationality .Act. 

I personally know that Mr. and Mrs. George J. Cook are fine, up­
standing citizens of Rapid City, South Dakota. Four years ago the 
Cooks adopted 2 children from Korea, two sisters who are now 7 and 9 
years old. They now want to adopt another orphan Korean child, 
Song Chan Ki, who is eleven years old. 

.As you know, the immigration laws provide that an .American fam­
ily may adopt only two alien orphan children. 8 U.S.C. § 1154( c). The 
private bill :for the relief of Song Chan Ki would permit the Cooks 
to adopt him and provide a good home for him. 

The Cooks are financially able to care for Song Chan Ki and I know 
that they will provide a warm, loving, and secure home for him.
